A Few SnzteatiOM to* tb» .National 


Association. 


There are three important subjects 


that should be folly and freely dis- 
cussed at the coming convention of 
tho National Telephone association, 
namely: 


Uniform and reasonable rates for 


local service. 


Uniform franchise bills. 
Standard construction specifications. 
Oa every bond the admission is 


made that independent telephone rates 
should bo increased from 60 to 100 per 
cent, and that the new rates should bo 
as nearly uniform as possible. At the 
present time, one exchange has a 
yearly rate of $10 and 134, its neigh- 
bor on one side with twice the num- 
ber of subscribers has a rate of only 
$12 and $16, while its neighbor on tbo 
north bus a rate of $20 to $80. Quite 
naturally the sabnoribors In the first, 
and lust towns feel that they should 
pay ouly the lowest of those three sets 
of rates, forgetting that the last set of 
rates is the only reasonable set, that 
not one of these three exchanges has 
ever paid a cash dividend, that all 
three are heavily in debt, and that 
large sums must bo expended by each 
for new equipment and xiew material 
required in the reconstruction of these 
plants, We do not believe there is any 
profit in operating the average inde- 
pendent telephone exchange at rates 
less than $24 and $80. If the nuniber 
of subscribers exceed 400, we believe 
the rates should be not less than $80 
and $40, and whore there are 1000 sub-

councils without alteration or the 
adding of limitation clauses, insti- 
gated by the Ball monopoly, that seri- 
ously handicap the progress of tho 
good work of installation and oper- 
ation. 


Standard constrootion specifications 


should also be /prepared and sent.out 
with the recommendation that all 
future work be constructed along tho 
lines indicated. The value of uni- 
formity in this respect oannot be over- 
estimated, and there is little doubt 
that a competent committee could 
easily be named who wonld gladly 
take up this work,—Electrical Engi-

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RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 


From summaries which will appear 


iu the report of the interstate com" 
meroe commission for the year end- 
ing Jnue 30, 1898, jaet completed, will 
apjfbar the followiug matter of interest 
to the travehug public as to casualties 
on railroads: 


"The total uumtor of casualties to 


persona on acconut of railway accidents 
dnriiig the year oudiug Jane 30, 1S98, 
was 47,741. The aggregate uninber of 
persons killed as a result of railway 
accidents daring the year was 6859, 
and the number injured was 40,882. 
Of railway employes, 1958 were killed 
and .'31,761 were injured daring the 
year covered by this repjrt 
With re- 


spect to the three classes of employes, 
these casualties were divided as fol- 
lows: Trainmen, 1141 killed, Jo,643 
injured; switchmen, 
flagmen 
and 


watchmen, 242 killed, 2C77 injured; 
other employes, 573 killed, 13,4 !9 in- 
jored. The casualties to employes re- 
sulting from coupling and nuconphng 
cars wro, persons killed, 270; injured, 
C9S8. 
The coriespoudiug figures for 


the preceding year were, killed 214, 
injnreu GJS3. 


"The casualties from coupling and 


uncoupling cars ore assigned as fol- 
lows : Trainmen, killed 183, injured 
5290; switchmen, flagmen and watch- 
men, killed 90, injured I486; other 
employes, killed 7, injured 212. The 
casualties resulting from falling from 
trains and engines are assigned as fol* 
lows: Trainmen, killed 356, injured 
2979; switchmen, flagmen and watch- 
men, killed CO, injured 3S9; other em- 
ployes, killed 67, injured £21. 
The 


casualties to the same three groups ol 
employes caused by collisions and do" 
railments were as follows- Trainmen 
killed 202, injured 1307; switchmen, 
flagmen and watchmen, killed 13, in- 
jured 69; other employes, killed 38, 
injured 867. 


"The 
number of passengers kiUed 


daring the year was 221 and the num- 
ber injured was 2645. Corresponding 
figures for the previous year were 222 
killed and 2795 injured. In conse- 
quence of collisions and derailments 
i:t passengers were killed and 1134 
passengers were injured during the 
year embraced by this report. The 
total number of- persons, other than 
employes and passengers, killed was 
4«80, injured C176. These figures in 
clnrle casualties to persons classed ns 
trespassers, of whom 4IJ68 were killed 
ami 4749 weie injured. The Puinmarles 
coutarthiig the ratio of casualties show 
that 1 out of every 447 employes was 
killed and I out of every 28 employes 
was injured. 
With reference to train- 


men—lucludingjiii the term engine- 
men, fireuieu, conductors and other 
trainmen—it is shown that 1 was 
killed for every 150 employed and 1 
was injured for every 11 employed. 
One passenger was killed for every 
2,207,270 curried and 1 injured for 
every 170,141 carried. Ratios based 
upon the number of miles traveled, 
however, show that GO,642,070 pas- 
teaget-iniles wete accomplished for 
tach passenger killed nnd 4,543,270 
passenger-miles accomplished for each 
passenger iijjured,"

SUMMER FIREPLACES. 


Tfce 
M»dern Hwaaekerper Keep* 


Them IB Perfect Order and 


Leave* TkeBB Open. 


The summer fireplace is frequently n 


taxation to the housewife. Soot and 
dual, blow down it if it is left open. In 
old-fashioned times the huge fireplace 
was closed in sxmimer by a board, and 
chimney swallows built their nests on 
the Inside. These birds, which are not 
true swallows, but swifts, live chiefly 
on the wing, and are more nearly allied 
to the humming bird than any songster 
we have. Where they inhabit old chim- 
nejs the flutter of their wings descend- 
ing and ascending to their nests may 
usually be distinctly heard through the 
fireboard. 


The modern housekeeper instead of 


concealing her fireplace keeps it in per- 
fect order and leaves it open. She fur- 
nishes it with the andirons, fender and 
other picturesque fittings of the "god 
of fire." In order to keep the Boot and 
dust of the chimney from flying about 
the room there should be a close damp- 
er in the chimney that can be shut when 
the fireplace is not in use and opened or 
removed when it is desirable. Kuch a 
'damper, which will answer all pur- 
poses for shutting out the Boot, can be 
made of heavy, dark pasteboard, aud 
fitted into the chimney where it is out 
of sight. . A great many chimneys have 


damper of Iron, but of course these 


do not close the flue tightly, and need 
to be filled out with heavy paper to pre- 
vent the dust from bloxvingdovih. 


Where it is considered desirable for 


any reason to put away the andirons, 
fenders and other fixtures of the ftre- 
plnce, the space may be partially filled 
with a palm and ferns from the woods 
planted in flower pots or boxes. The 
floom of the fireplace is good for these 
bhade-loving plants. In this case, how- 
ever, the chimney flues must not be 
stopped up, but left open. In place of 
the old-fashioned fireboard a curtain of 
matting or some heavy material, deco- 
rated with a suitable design of gay, pic- 
turesque plants, or a regular stninod- 
jlass fire screen may be used. A fire 
screen of this kind should be framed in 
brass and set with an arti&tic pattern 
of glass In attractive colors.—N. V. 
Tribune.

The Modern Scientific Flyer HJII Be- 


came a Considerable Mem 


•f Trade. 


Scientific kites of one kind and an- 


other, such as within the past fewyeara 
have engaged public attention, are now 
articles of large sale. There is one 
wholesale dealer in toys and kites in 
this city who issues a 16-page cat- 
alogue devoted solely to kites and kite 
requisites and appliances. 
Scientific 


kites are sold not only all over this 
country and in Canada, but in Aus- 
tralia, South Africa, England, Scotland 
and the various countries of continent- 
al Europe; cm order for 3,000 box kites 
was received in this city last week 
by cable from Paxls. There are a num- 
ber of patents on these scientific kites, 
ivhieh are patented also in foreign coun- 
tries. 


A box kite such as was sold two years 


ago for $1 and last year for 50 cents is 
iold this season for 25 cents. 
There 


are, 
however, various sizes and styles 


of box kites selling up to $4 each. All 
the box kites either roll up or fold up 
into small compass when not fixed for 
Hying. There is one colled the umbrel- 
la box kite, which can be opened ready 
for flying just as an umbrella is opened 
ready for use. There is now sold a ship 
kite, which is rigged like R eloop, with 
jib, mainsail and club topsail. The box 
kites have no tails. The ship kite, as it 
rises and floats in the air, is balanced 
by an anchor suspended from the hull, 
which moves along through the air 
with the kite. Besides the box kites 
and the ship kites there are other sci- 
•ntiflc kites and airships, made in vari- 
ous sizes, and that are sold at from $3 
to $10 each. 


Box kites are often joined togethei 


and flown in groups of two, three, four 
jr more, and these and other modern 
kites are flown in tandem also. Flying 
in tandem the modern kites are used 
for floating flags and banners and lan- 
terns. It is « familiar fact that cam- 
eras are now carried up by kites for tak- 
ing pictures from midair. There are 
cameras especially designed for thi* 
purpose. There are sold kite lines in 
various sizes and lengths suited to the 
carious sizes and styles of scientific 
kites, and there are also made nowadays 
a number of styles of hand reels and 
windlass kite reels upon which to wind 
the kite lines. 


These various kinds and styles of 


modern scientific kites are flown not 
only by young people but by adults as 
well, at lawn parties and at the sea- 
shore, for outdoor recreation and 
amusement.—N. Y. Sun. 


THE ILLINOIS A GOLD "MINE. 


There Are Over 3,OOO Men Engaged In 


the FUH Indn«trj of That 


Stream. 


Over 3,000 men are employed in the 


fish industry of the Illinois river. Each 
year this industry expands and extends, 
and it is but a question of time when 
that river will be accepted by Illinois 
as one of the principal sources of food 
supply in the state. The big fishing 
point of the river, where the business 
is handled in a wholesale way, are 
Eenry, Lacon, Chillicothe, Peoria, Pekin, 
Havana, Bath, Browning, Beardstown, 
Meredosla, Kampsville, and Grafton, 
The fishing beason—that is, the com- 
mercial season, when the law permits 
the use of seines in the river—opene 
July 1 and dotes April 15. During that 
time the fishing companies with theii 
tug boats and smaller steam craft har- 
vest the fishing crop, using seines which 
vary in length from 500 to 1,500 yards 
In Lake Peoria alone there are nine 
seines, each 1,000 yards long, and last 
year in one haul over 6,500 pounds of 
German carp were taken. As the fisher- 
man received three cents a pound for his 
fish, "on the ground," that single haul 
was worth $1,950. Near Bear.dBtown a 
single haul of the Seine brought 150,000 
pounds of fish. 


The fish are packed in boxes in 150- 


pound lots, stowed away in refrigerator 
cars, and mobt of the carp and buffalo 
are shipped to New York. Chicago 
takes about 40,000 pdunds of carp a 
week from Peoria in the season. Then 
there is a system of live storage, by 
which the captured fish ore kept alive 
until winter, when a better price can 
be obtained for them. The fish are 
loosed into pens, which are made by 
driving stakei. close together into trie 
bottom of a bayou or shallow bay near 
the point of shipment. Here the cap- 
tives thrive and fatten until they are 
netted again and placed on ice for ship- 
ment.—La Salle (111.) Tribune. 


A HdivaliaB Tem»le ol Belaae. 
Kawaihae's one remaining point of 


interest is the ruins, back on the hill, 
of a temple of refuge built by Kome- 
hameha the Great. It i» the very last 
of the Heiaus, where in the old days, 
during strife, the peaceful sought and 
obtained immunity from 
harm—for 


into these temples a man might not 
pursue an enemy. This ruin indicates 
a very substantial structure, in parallel- 
ogram form, about 220 feet long by 
100 feet wide. Entrance is gained 
through a narrow passage between two 
high walls, and the interior is laid off 
in terraces and paved with smooth flat 
stones. The wall uphill is eight feet 
high, and on the downhill side 20 feet 
high, and both are 12 feet thick at bas'e. 
—Caspar Whitney, in Harper's Weekly.

To prevent bicycle wheels from 


throwing raud and watec on the rider's 
hack a new device is formed of two arm* 
pivoted on the rear axle to support a 
small roller in a position to take up the 
mud before it can be thrown off. 


For use in discharging puncture-clos- 


ing compounds into bicycle tires a new 
receptacle is fitted with a sliding bot- 
tom, 
which ie pushed in after the noz- 


zle is attached to the valve, thus forc- 
ing the heavy liquid into the tire. 


In a new bicycle chain adjustment 


the hub is carried by a plate sliding in a 
clot in the rear fork, with a screw bolt 
head? ! in one side of the plate and 
running through a fixed lug on the side 
of the fork to draw the plate in either 
direction. 


The lower brace on the chain side of 


a new bicycle frame is used as a gear 
cose, the single tube being replaced by 
a flat casing, with channels formed at 
the top and bottom to cover the chain 
and heads at either end, which Bur- 
round the sprocket wheels. 


In a newly designed bicycle lamp the 


oil holder is of tubular shape, with 
clamps to attach it to the lower tube of 
the frame, just back of the head, the 
wick tube extending out at right an- 
gles to carry the burner and reflector, 
which can be tilted at any desired an- 
gle. 


An 
improved automatic 
bicycle 


pump is clamped directly to the center 
of the hub, with a lever at one end 
which engages an adjustable screw at 
every revolution of the wheel tojopvr- 
ate a piston and force the air into the 
tire, the head of the screw being within 
i each of the rider without dismount- 
ing.
